THE great image, we find, had also his legs of iron.” In the interpreta- 
tion of this typical part of the image, Daniel says: “ And the fourth king- 
dom shall be strong as iron; forasmuch as tron breaketh in pieces and sub- 
dueth all things: and as tron that breaketh all these, shall it break in pieces 
and bruise. The kingdom referred to was the Roman, which conquered 
and succeeded the Grecian, and became the ruling empire of the world. 

It was represented by “iron,” on account of its great strength, or 
military power, which was even greater and more extensive than the 
Grecian. The Roman emperors wore an iron crown, which was commonly 
designated The iron crown of hema A the city of Rome being the Italian 
‘metropolis. 

In the year 168 B.c., en Nds occupied the throne of Macedonia 
Paulus Emilius, the Roman general, invaded his territory, and fought a 

battle at Pydna. The Romans triumphed, killing 20,000 of the Greeks, 
and taking 10,000 as prisoners. Perseus fled, but was pursued by the 
Romans and captured on the island of Samothrace. After a close cap- 
tivity, he died at Alba, and with him fell the kingdom of Macedonia, which 
then became divided into four republics. After a subsequent conflict, the 
city of Corinth, which was proverbially “The eye of Greece,” was burned 
to the ground; and the Roman consul, Mummius, aided by ten senators, 
completely reduced the whole of Greece to the condition of a Roman 
province. Pergamus was subsequently conquered, afterwards Syria, then 
Egypt ; and thus the whole empire of Alexander and his successors be- 
came entirely subject to Rome. Other parts of the world were likewise 
subdued and taken by successive conquests; and thus the powerful 
2 which was to break in pieces and bruise,” even as iron 
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breaketh in pieces and subdueth all things,” became, ultimately, what its 
historians represented it as being : Terrarum orbis imperium (The em- 
pire of the whole world). 

The great image, which had legs of iron, also had his feet part of iron 
and part of clay.” When feet are spoken of, toes are necessarily implied 
as connected therewith. Hence Daniel, in his interpretation, says: “ And 
whereas thou sawest the feet and toes, part of potter's clay, and part of 
iron, the kingdom shall be divided ; but there shall be in it of the strength 
of iron, forasmuch as thou sawest the iron mixed with miry clay. And as 
the toes of the feet were part of iron and part of clay, so the kingdom 


shall be partly strong and partly broken. And whereas thou sawest iron 


mixed with miry clay, they shall mingle themselves with the seed of men, but 
they shall not cleave one to another, even as iron is not mixed with clay.” 

The “feet” and “toes” of the image represent the divisions and sub- 
divisions of the Roman empire which afterwards occurred. The Emperor 
Constantine built the city of Byzantium, afterwards called Constanti- 
nople, and made it the seat of his government. Theodosius immediately 
succeeded him on the throne, but at his demise the empire was divided 
into two sovereignties, eastern and western, and shared between his two 
sons, Arcadius and Honorius, Arcadius ruling the east, of which Byzantium 
or Constantinople was the capital; and Honorius ruling the west, of 
which Ravenna was the capital. During their reign these two sovereign- 
ties, which were denoted by the two legs and feet of the image, began to 
show indications of further divisions, and, by degrees, various tribes pos- 
sessed themselves of different portions of the extensive Roman territory. 
According to Machiavel, the sovereignty of the Huns was established in 
the year 376 A. D., that of Ostrogoths in 377, the Visigoths in 378, the Franks 
in 407, the Vandals in 407, the Sueves and Alans in 407, the Burgundians 
in 407, the Herules in 476, the Saxons and Angles in 476, and the Lombards 
in 483. 

These ten subdivisions of the Roman empire, according to many 3 
tial writers upon the subject, answered to the ten toes of the image, which 
were partly of iron and partly of clay, indicating that these minor king- 
doms would partake both of the stern character and strength of the 
original parent empire, and of the instability and feebleness consequent 
on division. Although these kings” sought by intermarriages and other 
alliances to “mingle themselves with the seed of men,” they failed to 
establish any permanent or effectual union, They could not “cleave one 
to another, even as iron is not mixed with clay.” And so it is now with the 
successors of those kings and the remnants of those kingdoms signified by 
the toes. Notwithstanding their international alliances and marriage 
connections, there is no true bond of union maintained among them; the 
greatest discord and political oppositions prevail; hatred and en. 
characterize all the party movements of society; and when national dif- 
ferences arise, the sword and the cannon are called into requisition, and 
the victory of the stronger over the weaker is gained by the shedding of 
blood. Thus, as the mixture of iron and clay in the composition of the 
feet and toes indicated that the colossal metallic statue had but a frail 
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support, so the existing disunion that obtains among the nations of the 
earth indicates their inherent weakness, and is an omen of Chair conti 
downfall. 

The Prophet Daniel gives another description of the same four succes- 
sive monarchies that are portrayed in Nebuchadnezzar’s dream. He saw, 
in vision, that “four great beasts came up from the sea, diverse one from: 
another,” representing the same four successive empires that were denoted: 
in Nebuchadnezzar's dream. Says Daniel: “These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings which shall arise out of the earth.” While to the king, 
whose mind was full of ambitious aspirations after human greatness and 
power, the vision of the future was portrayed by a colossal image in human 
form, it appeared to Daniel under the symbolism of four wild beats dis- 
tinguished for their ferocity and rapacious propensities. He says: “The 
first was like a lion, and had eagle’s wings,” which represented the Chal- 
dean or Babylonian empire; for, as the “lion” of the forest is dis- 
tinguished as the king of beasts, and the towering “eagle” as the king of 
birds, whose wings indicate both velocity and strength, so was the empire 
of Babylon the chief of all the then existing dominions of the earth, and 
the king of Babylon the highest of earth’s rulers— a king of kings 
who is necessarily described as the “head” of the great metallic statue, 

because with Babylon commenced the prophetical series of monarchies 
alluded to in the dream. The second beast was “like to a bear,” denoting 
the Persian empire ; the bear—a rabid and ravenous animal, noted for its 
rapacity and greedy thirst for blood, being a fit emblem of the Persians, who, 
for rapine and cruel oppression, were at that time unequalled. The third 
beast was “like a leopard, which had upon the back of it four wings of a 
fowl ;. the beast had also four heads, and dominion was given to it.“ The 
leopard is a fierce, cunning and swift-footed animal, and represents the 
dominion of the Greeks, under the command of their great leader, Alex- 
ander, whose intrepid boldness and celerity of conquest had given them 
the predominant position which they occupied in the world. The “wings” 
prefigured the distinguished rapidity with which the Macedonian king- 
dom rose into power and. spread itself over the earth, and the “four 
heads” referred to the. four successors of Alexander and the dominions 
they held. The “fourth beast,” which was “dreadful and terrible, and 
strong exceedingly,” and whose teeth were of iron, and his nails of 
brass,” and “which devoured, brake in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with his feet,” was emblematic of the powerful and formidable Roman 
dynasty, which subverted and succeeded the Grecian, and which for stern 
despotism, grinding oppression, savage ferocity, and cruel, terror-striking 
tyranny, far outrivalled its predecessors; the “ten horns” signifying the 
_ “ten kings” that rose into power, with the kingdoms over which they 
reigned, growing out of the Roman empire. These dominions, with such 
modifications and extensions as time and warfare have produced, still 
exist, and will continue to exist, till the stone from the mountain shall 
smite them and break them in pieces, and the wind cary them away “ like 


the chaff of the summer threshingfloors.” 
The prophetic facta are still farther confirmed by Belshassar’s 
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vision of the ram and he-goat, related and interpreted in chapter viii.. He 
beheld “a ram which had two horns ; and the two horns were high, but one 
was higher than the other, and the higher came up last.“ He also saw that 
“an he-goat came from the west,” with “a notable horn between his eyes,” 
and “smote the ram, and brake his two horns.” Then the he-goat waxed 
very great; and when he was strong, the great horn was broken ; and for 
it came up four notable ones towards the four winds of heaven.” In his 
interpretation of this vision, Daniel expressly says: The ram which thou 
sawest having two horns are the kings of Media and Persia.” These two 
kings, as before shown, united to overthrow Belshazzar’s empire, and 
Darius the Median took. the kingdom.” One horn, however, rose “higher 
than the other, and “the higher came up last: in other words, Persia, 
under Cyrus, ultimately gained the ascendancy over Media, and the Medo- 
Persian thus became the Persian empire, of which the figure of a ram was 
the royal ensign. The ram was seen “ pushing westward, and northward, 
and southward,” and “became great,” until the he-goat from the west 
„ran unto him in the fury of his power, and “smote” him and brake 
his two horns.” The figure of a goat was the royal arms of. Macedon. 
Daniel further says, in explanation, “ And the rough goat is the king of 
Grecia; and the great horn that is between his eyes is the jirst king,” who, 
as before seen, was Alexander the Great, the most notable warrior then 
known. This “notable horn, however, was at length broken off; and 
“that being broken,” says Daniel, whereas four stood up for it, four 
kingdoms shall stand up out of the nation, but not in his power,” referring 
to the dominions of the four successors of Alexander—Cassander, Lysi- 
machus, Ptolemy Soter and Seleucus—also represented in Daniel’s vision 
by the leopard’s four heads. These royal -successors, however, although 
“notable,” as Alexander's most distinguished generals, for their military 
prowess, neither inherited his fame nor attained to “his power ;” and, as 
before shown, the declining empire was finally overcome and taken by the

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Bred under such a roof, the son started in life with a generous heart, 
noble dreams, and high purpose. Ten years of prosperity, fairly earned 
by energy, industry and character, ended in bankruptcy, as is so often 
the case in our risky and changing trade; then came a struggle for busi- 
ness, for bread, temptation, despair, intemperance. He could not safely 
pass the open doors that tempted him to indulgence, forgetfulness and 
crime. How hard his wife wrought and struggled to save him from in- 
dulgence, and then to shield him from exposure! How long wife, sister 
and friends labored to avert conviction and the state prison! “I would 
spare him gladly,” wrote the prosecuting attorney, “if he could stop drink- 
ing. He shall never go to prison if he will be a sober man. But all this 
wretchedness and crime comes from rum.” 

Manfully did the young fellow struggle to resist the appetite. Again 
and again did he promise, and keep his promise perhaps a month, then 
fall.

As I parted from the sad wife on my doorstep, I looked beyond, and 
close by the laughing sea stood a handsome cottage. The grounds were 
laid out expensively and with great taste. Over the broad piazza hung 
lazily an Eastern hammock, while all around were richly painted chairs 
and lounges of every easy and tempting form. Overhead were quaint 
vases of beautiful flowers, and the delicious lawn was bordered with them. 
On the lawn itself gayly dressed women laughed merrily over croquet, and 
noisy children played near. A span of superb horses pawed the earth im- 
patiently at the gate, while gay salutations passed between the croquet 
players and the fashionable equipages that rolled by. It was a scene of 
beauty, comfort, taste, luxury and wealth. All came from rum. Silks 
and diamonds, flowers and equipage, stately roof and costly attendance, 
all came from rum. The owner was one who, in a great city, coined his 
gold out of the vices of his fellow men!

ae AN CIENT AMERICAN FORT. 


Pacific Railway, in Arizona, is an ancient American fort of singular con- 
— It has been for a long time a stronghold of the Indians, and 
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during the ins excitement in California it formed one of their great m 
tering points. As described by Mr. R E. L. Robinson in the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, this canyon is two hundred. feet in width, with walls of 
perpendicular stone from three hundred to five hundred feet in height. 
At its mouth is the. fortification referred to, and which occasions so much 
speculation to observers and searchers of the past. It is pentagonal in 
form, but pyramidal in shape, and rises sixty feet in height above the 
desert. It indicates a race and a civilization entirely distinct from the 
cliff-dwellers’ remains found in the northern part of the Territory. 

Mr. Robinson made a special excursion to the Gila River to examine this 
fort. As he journeyed down the canyon, he saw that the faces of the cliffs 
on either side were covered with marks and writings of a bygone age. 
They were made evidently with some kind of paint. At the 1 he 
came in full view of the fort. 

It is built of small boulders and cement. The first story is 4 
feet high, in form of an irregular pentagon. Two of the sides are about 
two hundred feet each, while all the others measure about one hundred 
and fifty feet each. Ten feet from the parapet of the terrace made by the 
roof of this rises another story, built in the same manner, and eighteen 
feet in height. Above this there is still another terrace, from which rises 
a circular tower forty feet in height, with a court on top. 

The entire building i is of solid masonry, and even to-day it would take & 
formidable piece of artillery to shatter it. The outside is plastered and 
covered with hieroglyphics, inscriptions, and representations of various 
animals engaged in combat. The remains of an old canal are still visible, 
which connected with the Gila, a mile distant, and which, before it reaches 
the fort, is divided, g on either side, and connecting again, making 
the form of a diamond. It is supposed this was used asa moat. In the 
vicinity are indications of what must have been at one time a populous 
city, and evidences of work and industry of various kinds. For strategic 
purposes no better site could be selected to-day for a fortification of the 
kind. It commands the key to the country south of it, and no ne 
army could pass it, without great n

In the months of May, June and July of the present 
railway accidents in Great Britain, and 2492 6K 
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Heavy storms caused floods in Wales and Scotland on August 31. Three persons were 
drowned and a large amount of property, mostly crops in the fields, destroyed. 

A West Shore railway train was wrecked at Riverside, New York, on September 6, by 
the locomotive and baggage car being plunged over an embankment. Seven persons 
were killed and a number injured. 

The latest dispatches from Venezuela state that civil war is still raging there, and 
while the insurrectionists continue to possess the advantage, yet they have not been able 
to overcome the government forces as easily as was anticipated a few months since. 

The little town of Soevenyhaya, Hungary, was almost entirely destroyed by fire on 
August 28. Eighty-six houses and thirty-four barns were reduced to ashes, and immense 
quantities of corn, besides a number of cattle, burned. Several children perished in the

London, a series of twelve mummified skeletons discovered in Egypt by Mr. Flinders 
Petrie, the well-known Egyptologist. These mummies are thought to be the most 
ancient that have been brought to light, their date being not later than the fourth 
Egyptian dynasty, and possibly as early as 4000 years B. O., that is coeval with the Bible 
age of the world. The skeletons are of a tall, well-propartioned race, with highly de- 
veloped crania, and present the usual characteristics of mummies, such as ventral incis- 
ions, fine linen wrappings, etc. The linen bandages employed to swathe the bodies are 
three or four inches in width, made of flax, and of the finest texture. 


Railway schemes are making rapid progress in Palestine since the Jaffa-Jerusalem 
railway and the commencement of the more important line from Haifa to Damascus. 
This line, which starts from the old fortress of Acre, passing to the north of Carmel, 
across the plain of Esdrelon, with a station at Nazareth, will cross the Jordan near Beth- 
shan. Thence, following the slopes of the Jaulan plateau, it will proceed by an easy 
gradient via Seil Nawa and Kesweh to Damascus. Its value to the trade of North 
Palestine and of Damascus will be immense, while it will prove a serious rival for carry- 
ing purposes to the French Damascus Road Company of Beirut, who have hitherto en- 
joyed a monopoly of the Damascus trade. The connection by rail with Jaffa is having 
much effect on Jerusalem. Villas for Jews and Christians are springing up all along the 
Jaffa road, and a large hotel has been built and opened near the Armenian convent. The 
station is to be opened close to the German colony, on the Bethlehem road.

TIMES OF PERIL. 


THE dread visitation of cholera has already been so disastrous in its results 
that the year 1892 will be marked in history as a period of deep affliction 
from this cause over a great part of the habitable globe. Starting from 
“the home of the cholera,” Central Asia, it has extended quickly over 
Western Asia and Europe, and even reached to some parts of the American 
continent. The ravages of the unwelcome visitant have been so startling 
that there is no wonder people were panic stricken when it appeared in 
their neighborhood. The approach of winter gives certain assurance that 


it will be effectually checked during the cold season at least, hut that is 


not sufficiently close to remove all cause of alarm for the immediate future; 
besides, the prospects of the coming year, from the implanting of cholerine 
germs over such a large area this season, are associated with gloomy fore- 


The accounts of the fatal work of this virulent disease, as recorded daily 

in the public journals, are anything but pleasant reading; and not less 
painful are the reports of the vast destruction of life and property by 
other agencies. The history of any one year, in recent times, of disasters 


by fire and flood; of earthquakes and tempests; of famine, pestilence, 
accident and een of violence ; and of commotions above, upon, and 


within the earth, that unite in carrying on the work of death by other 
than what are usually termed natural means, forms a record that i is appal- 
ling in the magnitude of the devastation wrought. 

The Prophets have foretold that “in the last days” perilous times should 
come, when “men’s hearts will fail them for fear of that which is coming 
upon the earth.” If the inspired writers had lived in the last half of the 
nineteenth century they could not have described more accurately the 


situation, in the same number of words, than they have done. The times 
are indeed full of peril, and men’s hearts are filled with fears for the 


future ; though, strange as it may seem, instead of turning to the Lord 
and endeavoring to avoid disaster by drawing near to Him, the majority 
exhibit freely the characteristics which the ancient Apostles attributed to 
them as a people ripening for destruction—those of selfishness, disregard 
for the good and the pure, lack of. natural affection, and an intense eager- 
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ness for worldly gain and pleasure to the exclusion of that which pertains 
to God and godliness ; the ruling passion being to “enjoy life” now, re- 
gardless of its effects upon life hereafter. With this condition of affairs so 
precisely indicated by the voice of inspiration, there can be no doubt that 
the present time is that which the Apostles and Prophets referred to as 
“the last days.” It meets every requirement; not an element is lacking 
to show by the prophetic word that now are the days pointed out in the 
Scriptures as the eventful period which precedes the second coming of the 
Son of Man. 

It is frequently the case that people so eagerly pursue an object upon 
which they have set their hearts that they become in a great measure 
oblivious of their surroundings, and rush into danger without fully realiz- 
ing its proximity or extent until too late to avoid being overwhelmed. 
Those whose time and talents are absorbed in seeking the things of the 
world are in a position where their eyes are, by their undue haste in that 
direction, blinded to the danger signals. They are not fully alive to the 
importance of the present situation because they do not devote to the 
signs of the times sufficient attention to ascertain what they indicate; 
and unless they adopt a new policy they will find themselves, when too 
late to retrieve their error, plunged into the judgments sent forth “oun 
the earth. 

Those who render obedience to the Gospel are, however, in a different 
position. By giving heed to the Divine message they are forewarned of 
judgments and provided with a means of protection and escape therefrom. 
Should any of the Saints neglect to use this means for its intended pur- 
pose, they would be in a worse condition than those whose folly leads 
them to rush blindly to destruction; for they would be under the ad- 
ditional condemnation of rejecting the light which they have known. | 

With reference to epidemic diseases, the Saints have the privilege of 
enjoying comparative immunity therefrom by observing, among the other 
commands of the Lord, that relating to their diet, and. by exercising. the 
gifts of the Holy Spirit, which they have received. They are enjoined by 
Divine revelation to follow habits of regularity and cleanliness, and to 
abstain from strong drink, tobacco, hot drinks, and the excessive use, 
particularly in the warm season, of flesh as food. The blessing consequent 
upon the observance of this counsel is Divine protection from the destroy- 
ing —— on his visitations to make desolate the earth. 

That they may also escape the calamities which are poured out upon the 
nations, the Lord has called upon His people to separate themselves. from 
Babylon, and He causes the spirit of the gathering to rest strongly with — 
every faithful Saint. He has also kept the way open in a marvelous. 
manner for His people to observe this principle. One reason which He 

gives for commanding them to come out of Babylon is that they “be not 
partakers of her sins,” and “receive not of her plagues.” This. “coming 
out” does not mean alone a change of residence from among the various 
nations to the place where the body of the Church is assembled, though 
that is part of the work. There are many circumstances that cause and 
ee: sits change, which the Lord says is not to be “in 
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| haste, neither by flight ;” and Saints thus detained, but who receive the 
principle of gathering i in honest hearts, have claim on the pledge of pro- 
‘ection. Coming out of Babylon” includes a thorough forsaking of the 
follies and waywardness of the world—a complete abstinence from being 
4 partakers of her sins.” No circumstances prevent the Saints from doing 
this, and those who thus withdraw themselves froin the associations of the 
mother of abominations” are under the Divine promise to “receive not 
of her plagues,” even when involu ntarily subject to a “acatvered ' si on- 
dition.

works and mounds of the central portion of the United States, to which 
Prof. Putman has given special study, will be represented by sets of ac- 
curate models. Various State historical societies will make valuable con- 
tributions in this respect. Portions of the famous great stone structures 
of Central America, Mexico and South America will be shown in actual 
reproductions from moulds, with their elaborately artistic architecture. 
There will also be plans, photographs and paintings, illustrating many 
details, together with casts and photographs of inscribed tablets. A re- 
production of the great “Portal of Labna” will form an imposing entrance 
to one portion of the exhibit. The material collected this year by the 
Peabody Museum Honduras expedition, including moulds of the enormous 
‘monoliths and altars of the ancient ruins of Copan, elaborately ornamented 
with figures in high relief and strange hieroglyphics, will be loaned: The 
governments of various Spanish-American countries will probably con- 
tribute extensively to this division. A comparison of the various exhibits 
will afford good ideas of the customs, habits and surroundings of the pre- 
historic American peoples. Archeological collections expected from vari- 
ous foreign countries will be valuable for comparative study. et 


Os of the missionaries laboring in New Zealand, writing ber mae of 
July 11, gives the following account of a custom which prevails among the 
Maori Saints in the branch at Porirura, a village about fourteen miles 
from the city of Wellington: The Saints are diligent in performing 
their duties, and many are earnestly praying for the time when they can 
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gather to Zion. . A neat little: meeting house has been built and furnished 
in modern style, where Sabbath meetings and daily ‘Karakia,’ or prayers, 
are held, It ig customary with our Maori members to assemble at the 
meeting house, morning and evening; An this branch we are 
roused by the bell ringing at half-past six in the morning, and as this 
is winter season it is scarcely daylight at that hour. Half an hour is 
allowed for dressing and washing, and at seven o'clock the second bell 
rings. The Saints may then be seen wending their way to the meeting 
house, mothers carrying their babies on their backs in true Maori style. 
The services usually last about half an hour. A hymn is sung and a chap- 
ter read from the Bible or Book of Mormon, after which the members 
chant or recite what they term the Rongo Pai,’ or Gospel. This consists 
of passages of scripture on the various principles of the Gospel; most 
of the members have memorized all the scriptural references to the first 
principles of the Gospel, the scattering and gathering of Israel, restoration 
of the Gospel, tithing, etc. All present take part in the exercises, from 
the aged and feeble to the children who can only lisp the words. Some of 
the little ones, yet unable to read, will repeat correctly many of the scrip- 
tural passages. After prayer, the members disperse to attend to their 
daily duties, but at five we are summoned together again by the ringing 
of the bell. This routine is continued summer and winter, N the in- 
clement weather does not affect the attendance.” 


THE following extract from a letter written by Elder 3 J enson, 
giving an account of a visit made by him a few weeks since to various 
settlements in Box Elder County, Utah, is of interest as noting some of 
the fruits of the labors of the Latter-day Saints among the aborigines of 
Amerioa: Three miles southeast of Portage is the Indian town of 
Washakie, where about 250 Lamanites are engaged in tilling the soil and 
learning to live as white people do. They have a neat and commodious 
meeting house also used for school purposes, while most of their dwellings 
consist of small frame buildings, in the erection of which, as well as in the 
building of their meeting house, they receive considerable assistance from 
the trustee-in-trust. A number of them also partly live in their wick-e- 

ups, which they pitch in their door yards. Moroni Ward presides as 
Bishop over the Washakie ward, and is doing all in his power to teach the 
Lamanites the principles of the Gospel, as well as branches of industry. 
These Indians in their farming operations are fully as successful as most 
of their white neighbors; they own considerable machinery and have good 
teams, as a rule, and they are getting more comfortable year after year. 
There is a good Sunday school taught in the Washakie ward, superin- 
tended by Ammon Pugagee, a Lamanite; and a T. M. M. I. A., presided 
over by Yegah Timbimbo, another native; there is also a Relief Society. 
The school population of Washakie consists ‘of forty-seven children, (thirty 
boys and seventeen girls,) mostly Indians, between the ages of six and 
eighteen.” 
Dr. Francis the educator, whe attended the 
Utah school teachers’ institute at Provo recently, in referring to the occa- 
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ion in a lecture in Salt Lake City on August 7, said: Last winter my- 
self and wife and another person were invited to come to Utah and hold 
an institute at Provo. We came and I am glad of it. Let me say right 
here that we met five hundred of the sharpest thinkers, and most earnest 
and intelligent teachers and students that I have ever seen in the United 
States, and I have held a great many institutes in my day. We were 
astonished beyond measure. What is the cause of this intensity of pur- 
pose and concert of action? I will tell you. It is because the people who 
came to this Territory had a terrible struggle for existence, and surmount- 
ing all trials they turned this bleak waste into a veritable paradise and 
transmitted the love of industry to the present generation. From such 
an experience and school will come the greatest mental giants on earth.”

“REMARKS BY PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF. 


‘Tue St. George Stake Conference was held at St. George, Utah, June 13 
and 13, 1892, and during the proceedings upon that occasion the following 
remarks were made to the assembled Saints by President Wilford Wood- 
ruff: I arise with a heart full of gratitude and thanksgiving to my 
Heavenly Father for preserving my life until I again have the privilege of 
visiting St. George and beholding the faces of my brethren and sisters 
with whom I stand connected in the new and everlasting covenant—a 
covenant which will last not only in this world, but in the world to come. 

I think you are all acquainted with my motto with regard to public 
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Gospel or edify the Saints of God unless he is led by the inspiration of 
the Holy Ghost; and what little I may speak to you this afternoon, I need 
and desire that Spirit. I hope I may nave the: um and ee the 
Saints of God unto this end. 

I have some things upon my mind that 1 Uke to nb of this 
afternoon, if I can get the spirit of them. I will say that some of the 
most interesting history of my life has been the time that I have spent 
here in St. George, and in the Temple of God which is built here. There 
is no eye that has seen, nor ear that has heard, nor has it entered into the 
heart of man to conceive, the future reward that will be given these people 
who dwell here and who have labored in the Temple of God. For myself, 
I can say that I feel under deep obligation to the people who dwell here— 
an obligation that I feel will last with me throughout all eternity. In my 
early days there were two things for which I desired to live. One was the 
redemption of the dead—my father’s house, my mother’s house, and the 
progenitors who are in the spirit world, and who never heard the Gospel. 
I have been preserved in the flesh, as one of their descendants, to hold the 
keys of their salvation and redemption, the same as you have for your 
progenitors, whom you are called to redeem and labor for here in the flesh 
This has been a work that I have. greatly desired to do for years that are 
past and gone, and through the blessing of the Lord and the assistance of 
my brethren and sisters who dwell in St. George, I have lived to see it 
accomplished: to a great extent, which I look upon as one of the greatest 
blessings God ever beatowed upon me. So 1 look * it with regard to 
all of us. 

The Lord has had purposes in us together, ead 
demption of our dead is one of them. And when I reflect upon the work 
which the Latter-day Saints have been called to perform in these latter 
days, I rejoice before the Lord that I have lived in this day and generation, 
and that I have been numbered among the Latter-day Saints who: have 
been called to perform these great and mighty works. which are necessary 
to be performed before the coming of the Son of Man. FREE 

The building of these Temples in these mountains of n 
marvelous events of the day in which we live. Of course, we built 
Temples before we came to these valleys; one in Kirtland, and one in 
Nauvoo. I was not at the dedication of the Temple in Kirtland; but 1 
was present at the dedication of the Temple in Nauvoo. The history of 
these Temples you have before you. You: know the Prophets were slain, 
and the Lord required the building of that Temple at the hands of the 
Saints before they were driven into the wilderness: There was a certain 
revelation given that inspired in a great measure the Elders of the Church: 
Hof God to perform that work. They labored with all the power they 
possessed, and they accomplished that work. They went into that Temple 
and received ordinances and endowments before they left to go into the 
wilderness. These Temples that we have built here stand as a monument 
Saints. 


_ Brother George Cannon here. 
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You were called to come here by the servants of God. Lou left your 
homes to come here and you have done what was required of you in this 
matter. You have had power to finish the Temple, and you have had 
power to go in and redeem your dead. A great many of you have done 
this, and I hope all of you will continue as long as you have any dead to 
redeem. Never cease that work while you have the power to enter into 
the Temple. I have greatly rejoiced in my work in this Temple, and in 
the blessings that I have received at the hands of the Latter-day Saints 
here. Gold and silver are no comparison to these things. I have had 
some thousands redeemed here. I have had baptisms, ordinations, wash- 
ings and anointings, endowments and sealings for them, the same as if 
they were standing in the flesh themselves. I shall go and meet them on 
the other side of the veil. You will go and meet your relatives. You will 
hold thé keys of their salvation to the endless —_— of oternity; if * 
attend to this labor for them. 

There is no principle on earth that I rejoice more in shen’ in sea power 
that we hold as Latter-day Saints to build these Temples, to go into them, 
and to redeem our dead. It will require immortal bodies, immortal spirits, 
immortal revelations to enable men to comprehend the full extent of om 
work ; they cannot comprehend it in mortality. 

Now, I desire to live to see the Salt Lake Temple Anise. 1 neds to 
be with my brethren the Apostles, the High Priests, the Seventies, the 
Elders and all the authorities of the Church when that Temple is dedi- 
cated to God. We have been as long building that Temple as Moses was 
leading the children of Israel through the wilderness to the land of 
promise, and I would like to see it finished. 7 

_ I view. our position as Latter-day Saints, and all that is transpiring 3 
as well as our history before we came here, as in fulfilment of the revela- 
tions of God. A great many of our friends felt bad when we had to leave 
our lovely Nauvoo to go into the wilderness. It was a great trial to them. 
But had that not taken place, the Bible and the Book of Mormon and 
many of the revelations in the Doctrine and Covénants would have fallen 
to the ground unfulfilled. This is the place poifftéd out by the finger of 
God for the people to stand in holy places while the W of God go | 
forth in the earth. | 

It is marvelous in my eyes that I 3 lived to see the Temples that 
have been built in these mountains of Israel and the mighty work that 
has been performed in them, considering the condition in which we came 
here. A little handful of men, in poverty and affliction, came into this. 
barren desert. I brought President Young in my carriage into the valley. 
of Salt Lake. He was sick, and he asked me to turn my carriage so that 
he could get sight of the valley. I did so. He cast his eyes over the 
valley and looked for some little time. When he got through he said, 
“Brother Woodruff, drive on. Here isour home. This is the place God 
has pointed out for us to plant our feet. I have seen this place before.” 
He began to recover right from that time. Well, we camped there, and 
we visited around some. President Young said, “Now, brethren, go where 
you please; go north, go south; go to any part of the country, and when 
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Men came from California, 
among them Brannan, who urged us strongly to go to California, saying 
that it was such a fine country, and we were there in a barren desert. 
But President Young said, This is our home. Here we shall build the 
Temple of God and the city of our God.” I think this has been plainly 
fulfilled. The inspiration of the Lord was with President Young all 
through his life, and the result of it is manifest. I traveled with him in 
the first settling of this country. 

Where is there a man that has the spirit of inspiration but can see the 
hand of God in these things? We have had our day of affliction, of per- 
secution and poverty. All earth and hell, if I may be allowed to use such 
an expression, were combined against the Prophet Joseph Smith, from the 
time this Church was organized until he was slain in the flesh, and the 
same spirit continued through the life of Brother Brigham Young. But 
we came to these valleys of the mountains, and from the day that we 
planted our tents in Salt Lake City there has been a degree of prosperity | 
resting upon this people, and it has increased year by year until to day. 
The Lord has been with us. Blessings have been poured out upon the 
Latter-day Saints, and we have had plenty of food and raiment. But I 
hope that none of us will get proud and lifted up in our hearts so that we 
shall forget the hand that has given unto us these things.
